Insurance Fund

The Qnemployment Insurance 
Fund has gone over the $200,000.000 
mark. It was announced today by the 
Unemployment Insiirance Commission 
that the Fund, which is made up of 
contributions by employees, employ- 
ers and the Dominion Government, 
had teached the total of $200,811,213 
on May 9th, 

The Fund has been accumulating 
since July 1, 1941, when contributions 
by employers and employees started. 
Under the Unemployment Insurance 
Act, the Government adds one fifth 
to the total amount contributed by 
employers and employees. 

Amendments to the Act passed at 
the last session of Parliament raised 


the “ceiling” from $2,000 to $2,400' 


and also provided for including per- 
song in Certain specified wage cat- 
egories, to whom the Act applies 

On the first of next July, collection 
of Unemployment Insurance contribu 
tions will have been in operation in 
Ganada for three years.

“Wings Abroad” Lauds 
Wain: Flying Ofticer 


FO. James Keefe, of Wainwright, a 
member of the /R.C,A.F, Buffalo 


' Squadron, is “writing a name for 


himself in the skies of Murepe.” 

In a recent engagement with the 
enemy, he had his closest brush with 
disaster when SBeaufighters of the 
squadron attacked a 14,000-ton mer- 
chant vessel gua'rded by a destroyer 
two other escort véssels and at least 
a dozen enemy ner 

Keefe described jthe action in 4 
story published in| “Wings Abroad,” | 
the R.C.A.F. overspas publication, 

“We first saw ofr target when we 
noticed the smoke}from the convoy 
along with the ®overing fighters 
about six miles away,” he stated, I 
was flying number three in our first 
wave and we rayf right: at zoro 
feet until we wer@ two miles from 
the tanget. Then We climbed to at- 
tack while the wing commander gave 
lus,.our Wikies instructions, I 
remember his last words: “This is 
the kick-off, let’s go, and don’t let 
the fighters worry you.” 


“I saw' the fighters circle around, 
to get on our tail. As we dived to | 
attack, I lost sight of them. The 
wing commander took the merchant 
ship, I took the destroyer. I had a 
bit of luck, My cannon fire went 
home on her decks and must have 
interefered with her gunners, and I 
got bomb hits along. her water line. | 

“Just as we broke off the attack, | 
the intercom went out of action and 
at*the same time a fighter got on 
our tail. I didn’t know it until the 
bullets and tracers started to hit us. 

“My navigatur, WO. B. G. Steed, 
of Windsor, Ont., directed our violent 
evasive action by the intercom buz- 
zer, but I didn’t know what kind of a 
fighter was after us, I did a diving | 
turn to. escape just as a long burst | 
got us in the tail and I thought we 
‘were done for,” 

Keefe finally git back to base and 
made a difficult landing. The tech- 
nical officer said the kite would not 
have been another 10 minutes in the 
air without the damaged tail piece 
falling off. 

FO, Keefe ig a son of Mirs. George 
Mitchell, of Vancouver. At the age of 
21 he has been in the service for 
more than four years. He enlisted in 
the army first and transferred té the 
air force. He graduated at Saskatoon 
and has been overseas for 11; years. 

Mrs. Keefe lives in Wainwright, 
and was formerly Miss Ruth Harden | 
having been born here.

and recent light to heavy rains over 
most of the prairies have improved 
the crop outlook. A Dominion Go- 
vernment ‘survey estimates the 1944 
wheat acreage on the Prairies at 20, 
483,000 acres, an increase of 22 per 
cent over 1943, The acreage sows to 
coarse grains wil! bé less than last 
year. While recent rains have improy 
ed conditions generally, further rains 
are now required in some districts 


|} of Alberta and Saskatchewar. 


In Britigh Columbia, crop pros- 
pects are generally good. Fruit trees 
blossomed well and there is a pro- 
mising set, Indications for small 
fruits are favourable, Vegetables are 
showing good growth after recent 
heavy rains. 

In Alberta wheat seeding has been 
completed, with acreage increased 
‘approximately 15 pefcent, Germina- 
tion and growth are only fair in 
east-central and southeastern areas 
where more moisture is needed; else- 
where prospects are satisfactory. 
Coarse grain seeding is weli advanc- 
ed; acreage will be reduced. Weeds 
a#re prevalent in all crops. Pasturage 
and hay crops are only fair. 

In Saskatchewan wheat and coarse 
grain seeding is virtually completed, 
and on the whole early-sown graing 
show even germination.. Most areas 
in the Province have begefited from 
recent Jight to heavy rains and, ex- 
cepting the extreme western and 
southwestern areas where rain is 
required now, moisture conditicns are 
generally satisfactory.

This spring they have again been 
nursed along, this time to produce as 
big a field forée as possible to gath- 
er the harvest. All the care and 
labour thus far expended may easily 
be wasted if the colonies are not 
closely watched @uring the period 
between the early flow from dande- 
lion and fruit bloom and thé main 
flow from clover. The early flow 
stimulates the colony tv its maxi- 
mum production of brood, but seldom 
does it permit a surplus to be stored 
for emergencies, Too often there is a 
dearth of nectar between the two 
flows, sometimes extending over a 
period cf two or more weeks and be- 
cause of the strength of the colonies 
any surplus, that may have been 
stored, rapidly disappears. Any short 
age of food at this time results first 
in a reduction of -brood rearing 
which in turn means fewer bees for 
the harvest and secondly it may end 
in starvation and death of the 
whole colony. 

The colonies should be carefully 
watched once the dandelion and fruit 
bloom flow is over, giving special at- 
tention to those that are strong in 
bees, for they are the ones most 
likely to run short of food. A few 
pounds of sugar given at this time 
may save a colony of bees and a 100 
pound or more crop of honey.

Wheat Surplus and Deficiency 

A short time ago everyone was 
talking about a world wheat surplus 
that, it was said, could not he clear- 
ed for years to come; yet today fears 
are being expressed of a _ possible 
shortage of wheat. : 

The truth is there is no reason for. 
either of these fears, provided natural 
governing forces are permitted, to 
function. The governing forces are 
PRICE and FREE TRADE Whenev- 
er there is a surplus, if price is per- 
mitted naturally to fall somewhat, 
then bread and flour become cheaper; 
people use more, and the surplus 
would goon be cleared if trade is free; 
and conversely when thergsie fear of 
a shortage, if price is ‘permitted to 
rise, then peoplé use less wheat, flour 
and bread, and feed less to livestock, 
so again the condition soon corrects 
itself, Today much wheat is being 
fed to livestock, Any wheat deficiency 
therefcre, could soon be corre ted’ by 
using less wheat for animal feeding 
by, if necessary, reducing: livestock 
production. In war-time this is easily 
done by tightening up rationing on 
meats, which would not seriously 
harm anyone on this continent. 

When cereal grains are fed to 
livestock an acre of land will feed 
only one quarter as many peuple as 
when the grains are made into flour, 
bread or porridge for direct human 
consumption.

All 
that will be necessary will be to keep 
soil stirred and free of weeds until 
the plants really get well started, 
Spread out Vegetables 

One of the commonest mistakes of 
the inexperienced Victory Gardeners 
last year was to plant all his or her 
vegetable seed in one afternoon, The 
result at best was a regular feast of 
fresh vegetables for a. short time in 
the summer and fall, then a famine. 

By dividing the carrot and other 
seed into three or more equal parts 
and planting a couple of weeks apart, 
then a continuous succession of fresh, 
tender vegetables is obtained through 
out the summer and fall. 

There are some things like peas 
that must be planted early and it is 
inadvisable in most parts of Canuda 
to continue sowing much after early 
June, and there are also things like 
tomatoes, melons, cucumbers, etc., 
which supply a succession of crup on 
the same plant, but as a rule most. 


vegetables can be sown at ten-day to 
fortnightly intervals from early May 
until the first of July at least and 
the harvest of them right at their 
best and tenderest, will be asapread 


out accordingly. 
Thinning 

With many vegetables and flowers 
it is impossible to sow thin enough 
for the final stand. Even if it were, 
the results would be far from perfect 
because a few seed§ may not germin- 
ate, others may be eaten by birds, 
some washed out or killed by drought 
during the first growing stage. Be- 
cause of these factors the amateur 
ig strongly advised to sow average 
seed somewhat thicker than he wish- 
es the final plants to stand. This does 
not apply to bulky things like peas 
and beans, which if bought frim a 
reliable Canadian source will germin- 
ate practically one hundred percent 
and because they are planted about 
an inch deep they are not affected by 
ordinary drought or flooding. But

onions, poppiés, cosmos and _ such 
plants cannot be spaced evenly 
Plants should he allowed tu germin 


ate and grow their first sirong set 
of leaves and then be thinned. Car- 
rots, beets and seed onions should be 
thinned to at least an inch apart. 
When the plants begin crowding them 
selves every other one can be remov- 
ed and eaten. 

Flowers will be thinned when well 
started to the full room required by 
the mature plant. This means about 
half as much space between as the 
plant will be high, with a foot or 
more for tall things,

How Strong Should 
the Dust Be? 


For a good all around dust the 
amount of Black Leaf 40 should be 
5% of the weight of the lime.

Only by constantly fighting the 
battle against insects with insecti- 
tide sprays and dusts are we able 
to come off even partially victori- 
ous against our small enemies, 


What About Dusts to 
Control Insects? 


A BAKING POWDER CAN WITH 
HOLES PUNCHED IN 


When lead arsenate is put into 
‘water and then sprayed on vege- 
tables, the water is the carrier 
which permits the lead arsenate to 
be sprayed, over the leaves evenly. 
The water then evaporates, leav- 
ing the poison behind it so that 
the insect will get a mouthful no 
matter where he settles to eat a 
meal off the plant. Water is a 
good carrier while spraying an up- 
tight growing plant like a potato 
or a tomato vine, or even such 
plants as beans, especially if they 
are the climbing variety which 
have been carefully put up on 
poles, so that you can get at them; 
out real difficulties develop when 
an insect attack comes on low 
growing plants. An attack of melon 
aphid can be a real problem for 
the gardener, especially if he has 
a large patch. He will be only too 
happy to turn to a dusting, pro- 
gram. 


How Do I Make Dust 
For My Garden? 


—— 

Nicotine dust can be made easily, 
even by an inexperienced “hand” 
if the underlying .principle is 
understood. Most insects found in 
the Victory Garden can be con- 
trolled with such a dust if lead or 
calcium arsenate in dry form is 
mixed with it. All that is required 
for an effective dust is to incor- 
oorate into dry hydrated lime dust 
a small amount of Black Le: 40 


How Do I Apply Dust? 


A dusting gun is of course the 
best way to distribute the dust but 
if such is not available good re- 
sults can be obtained by means of 
a baking powder can with holes 
punched in the bottom. The dust is 
shaken out on the plants with care 
taken to cover the under side as 
well as top of the leaves. Nicotine 
dust should be applied on warm 
days when the fumes are most ef- 
fectively released. The air should 
be still—if the wind is blowing the 
panes are blown away. Dust should
